It is one of the factors that 
can make an argument tliat NcCartthy had turned in tliat political direction. It can also 
have beev int mded as ankppeal to voters of Borman ancestry. If so that also was agggsri 
unprincipled. 

McCarthy. ceftainly was aware that tho red scare made careers or contributed 
much to tliat. Not only with the committees above and their counterparts in the 
Senate. J. Fdgar Ai oover'n career got started when he was an important part of the red- 
hunts after World War I. Those were under then then attorney general, A. Mitchell 
Palmer. They could not have been move unconstitutional. With forced deportations without 
due process, among other abuses. 

I tliink that McCarthy's motivations we re both personal political benefit and 
the change in his own politic .l views toward nazism. I made no study of him but I tried 

to pay some attention to what he was doing and ^ knew people who were hietriends and 
heard a little from them.
